INTERESTING DOCUMENTS. 

FOUND UNDER CHARTERED RANE 
FOUNDATION STONE. 


In thecourta of the operations for 
the demolition of the Chartered Bank 
building on the Bund an interesting 
find was made under the foundation 


"stone. The building was originally 


constructed for the Oriental Bank Cor- 
poration, and remained as designed ex- 
cept that the ground floor was carried 
out ats subsequent period to the level 
of the street front. Previously there 
had been oaly a porch over the door. 


With the effax of time the Oriental |: 


Bank became defunct, and the Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia and 
China took over the premises, In this 
connection it i interesting to recall 
that the Chartered is the oaly one of 
the three London banks originally 
operating here, the third being the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
a suecesscr 0? which is to-day found 
in the Mercantile Bank of India. 
The building which has now been 
demolished was erécted in 1869, and 
at the time was one of the most com- 
manding structares on the Bund. 
The documents found under the 
foundation stone—thre in number 
enclosed in a bottle—tell brietly of 
the erection of the building and also 
deal somewhat with the business of 
the bank. It is possible that there 
may have been other articles deposit» 
there—the coins of the day, for in- 
stance—but if the latter. the coolies 
engaged on the work Lave no doubt 
appropriated them- to their own 
purprses. 
A PIECE UF BROWN PARCHMENT. 
The document which rst catches 
the eye among the three above refer- 
red to iss piece of brown parchment 
—probably brown through its 52 
years’ burial—on which is engrossed 
the follow ;

I shall 
ileave Australia ot the beginning of 
next month for Japan and China to 
consult my representatives there on

In another interview prior.to his 
departure to China, he said that he

| weakness. The interna:ional outlook 
| was grave, and only increased popula- 
i tion could save Australia for the white 
imace. “Other nations look enviousl7 
i at Australia. whose wealc defences are 

‘known to all the overcrowded am- 

; bitious nations of the north. Autra- 
: Gans apparently do not realise t.:at 
they live in an age which is not 
| distinguished by respect for inter- 
| national rights, To-day a moral right 
to territory is not considered a right 
at all. The moral right must be 
based op the capacity in arms. The 
fighting strength is measured by] te 
this standard, and Australia’s position 
in the future is pzecaricus.” 

He referred to the Australian indif- 
ference to Eastern dangers ; yet with- 
in a fortnight’s journey thousands of 
millions ot people were ali crowded 
and restless, and some ambitious and 
powerful, with a yearly increase of 
five million births: Australia seemed, 
to forget that lost for territory had 
always been a.caus2 of war. The 
situation ~vas disquieting and grave 
and ‘could cnaly be repaired by in- 
creased population. Ambitious pas- 
sions were awake on tle question of 
migration to Australia and they could 
not bold back the human flood by 
Act of Parliament.” -”

RIGHTS OF SUB-TENANT. 
PUISNE JUDGE'S RULING. 

‘As reported in cur second edition 
yesterday, Mr. Justice Gompertz gare

The full text of His Honour’s 
jodzment was as follows :— 

This is a claim by ths owner of pre- 
mises for possession and mene profits, 

The facts which are agreed are ex- 
tremely simple. 

One Tang Tay who was tenant to 
the plaintiff on a monthly tenancy of 
the 3rd floor of No. 37, D’Agnilar 
Street gave notice terminating the 
tenancy. : 

The plaintiff then contracted to let 
the premises to another person. The 
defendant however, had been in 
possession as tensnt to Tang Tay of a 
room in the premises before the notice 
to quit was given. 

He is still in possession and declines 
to remove and this clajsets made 
against him. 

The plaintift’s euse is put as follows: 

Notice to quit bas been received by 
the lessor and he kas in consequence 
contracted to lef to a sew tenant. He 
is then entitled to recover possession. 
| Section 4 (1) (d) of the Rents’ Ordin- 
ance, 1921. The notice conten plated 
' by the section can. of course, only be 
‘given by the lessee. There is n0 
privity of contiact between the lessor 
an. sub-lessee. 
| Again—by sectioa 2 (g) (i) of the 
| Osdipance a less-e who himself oc- 
‘eupies part of the tenement, nad 
‘ sublets part. © shall be deemed to be 
|the tenant in actual occupation of 
such domestic tenement as regards 
his immediate lessor.” 

The intention clearly is that for the 
parpores of secticn + the lessor has to 
deal only with his lessee. 

Section 2 (g) ii. is intended to give 

a sub-lesee protection only agaitst 
his own immediate lessor. Otherwise 
when 8 lessee becomes liable to an 
order under section 4,hecouid at once 
sublet and the lessor would have no 
efféctnal remedy and could not re- 
cover possession against the sab- 
lessee. 
S@I think I have fairly se out the 
substance of Mr. Nash's srgament. 
My difficulty in accepting his position 
is that if be is right it becomes necess- 
ary to cunstrae the expression 
“terant” whether standing alone or 
in conjunction with the words “im 
actual occupation ”” im section 4 (1) in 
two different senses and this I am 
unwilling to do if it oan be avoided. 
Ci. Beal Principics of Legal Interpreta- 
tion 2nd edition page 316. 

Thereisno donbt on the sgreed 
facts that this defendant is a tenant 
in actual occupation. See section 2 
(d) and (y) (ii.) of the Ordinance. 

Section £ (1) is as follows — 

~ Notwithstandixg any notice to 
quit, whether given before or after 
the commencement of this Ordin- 
ance, and notwithstanding the 
terms of any agreement whatsoever, 
wheiber made beforeor after the 
commencement of this Ordinance, 
and whether oral oria writing, an 
order or judgment against any 
tenint in actual occupation for the 
recovery of possessionof any domes- 
tic tenement, or for the éjectment 
of aterant therefrom, shall be made 
or given only if: 

Section 4 (1) (d) “the tenant has 
or shall have given ‘notice in writ- 
ing to quit,” ete. 

Tt seems to me difficult to construe 
the expression “the tenant” in sec- 
tion 4 (1} (d) as indicating some other 
person than the words “tenant in 
actual occupation” and “a tenant” 
in section + (1) " 

The normal construction of the 
language used is that “the tenant’? 
whose ejectment can be claimed is the 
tenant who bas given notice to quit

A motor-boat, the ‘Speejack,” 
which is only 98 feet long, and car- 
ties a small crew of amateur 
acientists on a study trip, has left 
New York on a world tour and is ex- 
pected to teach Hongkong shortly.

andno one else. The plaintifissks me 
to say that if the tenaat—thelessee has 
given notice to quit—then the eject- 
meat of a different person—the sub- 
tenant can be ordered. 

This is I think not an ordinary and 
reasonable construction to put upon 
the section. It may be that,I am 
bound to an exceptional construction 
here in view of the terms of section 2 
(g)(i.}. Bat I think that the words 
there used “ shall bedeemed to be the 
tenant in actual occupation of such 
domestic tenement as regards bis im- 
mediate lessor”—have not the force 
contended for by the plaintiff. They 
mean, I think, no more than this: 
that the protection extended by the 
section to the occupation of a lessee 
covers bim not only in his occupation 
by himself, his family and his servants: 
Dut extends also to his occupation by 
a mb-tenant. Itleaves him theland- 
lord of his sublessee. Otherwise 
lessor could get possession as against 
the lessee of any part of the tenement 
not actually occupied by the lessee 
Limself, his family or servants. 

It preserves in short not merely the 
occupational, bat also tha contractual 
rights of a lessee. Any other con- 
struction, I think, fails to reconcile 2 
(g) G.) with 2 (g) (@.) 

This leaves me free to construe 
gection 4 (1) as I think ex facte it 
ought to be construed—as meaning 
that recovery of possession can only 
be ordered under sub-sectious (a), (b), 
{c) and (d) of section 4 (1) against the 
tenant himself who has given notice 
to quit or hss made default: not 
aguinst his sub-tenants. If the pro- 
visions of 4 (1) (g) have been complied 
with, the lessor can deal with the 
righta of his immediate lessee: 
and the new lessee succeeds to 
those rights only, as against the sub- 
lessces. I have considered very care- 
fully the cas> of Hylton v. Heal, 1921 
2 KB. 438. That is a decision on 
the English Act of 1920. 

I appreciate the argument that if 
my constrection of the local Ordin- 
ance is right the consequences appre- 
hended by Roslatt J. in his jadg- 
ment at page 446 may follow. For 
jnstancé a lessee who is in default 
with bis rent may at the last moment 
defeat the lessor’s claim to possession 
by giving a sub-lease, That is ¢ 
matter that will have to be dealt with 
by the Court when it arises; in the 
meantime it may he provided for by 
legisiation. 

The case was well argued, but I 
cannot pretend that I should not 
bave been glad to have had the 
assistance of Counsel on a difficult 
point of construction and one of 
geieral interest to the pommunity. 

Meanwhile it seems tome that the 
construction I have felt bound to put, 
upon these sections is in harmony 

the general policy of the 
Ordinance.

FIRE AT SEA. 


N.Y.K. STEAMER HURRIES TO 
PORT.

According toa telegram received by 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, fire occurt- 
ed on board the company’s steamer 
“Ceylon Maru,” Captain Tachikewsa, 
engaged in the cruise between 
Japanese ports and Hawaii and 
Calcutta.
